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portion of a tire/rim is known to the public, as is described in JP 2001-519279 
and JP 10-29722 6, and therefore, there is no common matter which is considered 
to be a special technical feature in the meaning of POT Rule 13.2, the second 
sentence, between '"a tire-wheel assembly comprising a rubber-like elastic 
material containing 100 parts by wt of a diene-based rubber and 0.1 to 5 parts 
by wt of acetylacetonatocobalt" and "a tire-wheel assembly comprising a 
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and 40 to 90 parts by wt of a reinforcing filler having carbon black/silica 
in a proportion of 10/1 to 1/2 (weight ratio) and a silane coupling agent 
in an amount of 1 to 20 wt % relative to the weight of the above silica" 
described in claim 1 . 

Accordingly^ the technical relationship in the meaning of PCT Rule 
13 cannot be found between these different inventions. 
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
